This ſeemtsto me 
to have benethe cauſe,that the comon Jawes 
of this realme, haue orcained greiuous pu 
niſhments for ſuch as ſhould indaunger w 
lives of principall magiſtrats. As 2 5. Fow. 3, 
It is layed downe, that if a man ſlaye the L. 


Chauncellor, L: Treaſerer, Iuſtices of cirher / 


bench, luſtices in Oyer, Iuſtices of aftiſe, or 
Inſtices aſſigned to heere and determine, be 
inge in there place doinge their, office, rat 
ſuch offence is Treaſon. jIf then theire hath 
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bene and ought tobe ſo great care and pro 
uidenee for the preſeruation and ſafetie of 
theſe inferiour magiſtrates mm reſpect, how 
much more ſhould their be in the eſtabliſh» 
ing of the ſafetic and ſecuritie of the ſuperi- 
our power and molt ſupreame magiltracie, 
from whoſe throne and eſtar all other au- 
thorities are deriued,and by whole priuatis 
they be all extinguiſhed. Such is the cauſe 
wenow deale with,cyen the defence, preſer 
vation, and fafetie, of your moſt excellent 
maieſtie: A princes of ſuch pereleſnes and 
{ingularity,as meriteth no lefle tobe regard 
ed of all men for priuat ſmgularitye, than 
honored for publike fon&ton. For if the 
force and ſtrength of vertue be ſuch, that 
the cnlye ſhewe and ſhadow of it hath that 
meruelous and magneticall attraQtion, thar 
it draweth vnto it the hartes and mindes of 
infinite people, as plainlye appeareth in the 
auntient nobles both Greekes & R omaines

and ſhall alfo bebound to his good behaui 
our,ſequeſtred fromallhis armour ard wea 
pons,and (if hebepoſſefſed of landes within 
thisrealme) ſhallearely pay voto your ma 
ieſte the fourth part'theirof.

will, or by increaſing of their power. theire 
will cannot be worſe in this theire extreame 
diſcontentment, Nothinge can be added to 
their mallice whether your maieſtie behold 
eth the head or the members (if ſo gratious 
an eye may beholde ſo vile an obiect ): yow ” 
ſhall eafilie diſcover theire ſpite & rancor to 
be alreadie in the higheſt degree. The Pope 
hath ſent out againſt your highnes his flame 
and thunCerboltes of excommunication full 
of falſhood and furie, of bittetnes and 1gno- 
minie.

life, crouw'ne, and dignitie. He hath practiſed 
to dray e vnto himlelfe fauorers & followers 
within our realme:to diſcharg your ſubieas 
of dutie and aleadgeance they owe vnta 
yow: to withdraw them from your obcidt- 
ence,and to*draw them vnto his. 

Tothis end he ſent, firſt his .Agnus Des, 
then his grans benidicta, and ſuch other tre- 
cherous baites, the wayes of his trade. then

ons, as the fire of his turie. And now lalt of 
all(if cuer his practiſes will haue end) theire 
Icſuits and Semmary Preiſtes.the moſt fine & 
ſubtle Brokers ot Babilon, By this meanes 
he hath ſturred tumultes in your land: He 
hath allured your ſubeictes to diſloialtie, & 
induced ſome to attuall rebellion, & ſome 
partes he hath inuaded with his forces: the 
members following the directio of the head 
haue aſſiſted his attemprs both at home 


and abroad: ſome by words,fome by wright 


ing.and ſomeby action: and all by will ſeeke 
to aduance his authoritie & tirannie againſt 
your maieſties moſt royal] ritles. I hey have 
touched(though with inualiditie)your mott 
facreed perſon: they haue conſpired with tre

Great is the force of truth, and often dri 
ueth the aduerſarie to acknowledgevit. And 
oreat is the ſubtiltic of ſathan,who iomrims 
ſpeaketh that that is true, becauſe he would 
be beleeued in that that is falſe. The papiſtes 
as vngratious' hereitt as theire grandfather, 
doe ſometimes acknowledge your moſt ſin- 
gQuler vertues,but then effectually whe they 
perlwade ſome point of their religion, or in 
ueigh againſt ſome noblemen that are about 
yow, mixinge theire gall with honie that 1t
